Farm Conditions 


The following is a summary of re- 
ports made by agricultural repre:|} 
sentatives to the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: ¢ 
{Fatalities among horses engaged 
in field work during the last two or 
three weeks have been very heavy. 
Tho Lanark representative state: 
[that within a radius of fifteen miles 
of the town of Perth about 
horses died as a result of the 
tense heat. : 

The unusually hot weather has 
also baked clay soils to such an ex- 
tent that In some cases spring sow- 
ing has been prevented, and the 
Progress of some of the growing 
crops has been checked. 

On the other hand local rains 
have occurred so timely {n some 
quarters that the growth of vegeta- 
tion has been surprisingly rapid. A 
claim comes from. Brant that in 
thirteen days from the time of 
Planting corn has measured ten 
inches above ground while a ficld of 
rye is reported in Essex that al- 
ready averages over seven feet in 
height. 

Early sown spring grains look 
well, but those put in late are not 
expected to do well. 

Fall wheat is heading out fast. 
The straw is long, and some of the 
crop was knocked down by the rain 
storm of Friday. 

Clover promises well, as last} 
year’s seeding Is turning out better 
than was expected. Some alfalfa has 
been cut and has done well. 

Haldimand, however, states that’ 
blue grass has been practically | 
ruined by the excessive. heat, and) 
}that other pasture crops are being! 
threatened. 

Late potatoes and corn are still! ™ 
being planted. Mangels and sugar 
beets’ are practically all fn, but a 
large acreage of turnips {s yet to be 
sown. <A good deal of buckwheat 
and millet fs being rushed in to take 
the place of spring grains which 
could not be sown in time. 

About half the tobacco planting 
has been done in Essex and the final 
acreage ik expected to be compara- 
tively large.

In Indiana, one of the great agri- 
cultural states of the Union, we 
found a condition of affairs that we 
could fhardly believe possible, for 
while State Prohibition had only 
been a few years in force, the ef- 
fects were pronounced. Labor con- 
ditions are ideal, state prohibition 
increasing with leaps and bounds, 
iwhile in the larger centres such as 
j Indianapolls and Columbus, civic 
government has been redeemed. 
Municipal life fs clean, the slum dis- 
trict has been wiped out, rentals 
have improved by the actual wiping 
out of hundreds of saloons, while in 
the workhouse that 
cared for drunks, both women and 
men and always had from 200 to 
300 Inmates, is now absolutely clos- 
ed, while the fields around it, once 
worked by inmates, Is now divided 
into garden plots and Is worked by 
the citizens of Indianapolis. 

Now follow me through Kentucky 
Tennessee and Mississippi, in all of 
which our experiences were the same 
in all respects, and away to Ala- 
bama, where we spent most of two 
days in a city that promises to be 
the great metropolis of the Southern 
States, the city of Birmingham. 






Wonderful Transformation In 


Birmingham, 


Five years ago Birmingham was 
an awful city; today {t fs a wonder- 
every respect. Then, 
{t had 130 licensed Hquor houses; 
today, not one, Then, it had its 
slum area; today, it has none. The 
municipal government was a dis- 
grace to any city; today, every bus- 
iness and professional man bas con- 
fidence in their city administration. 
As I write I have before mo a picture 
of Birmingham jail, and this com- 
ment printed below it as a statement 
from the Hon. Geo. B. Ward, presi- 
jdent of the City Commission of 
Birmingham: 

“The city of Birmingham has the 
handsomest jail in the South, cost- 


jing one hundred thousand dollars. 


The normal number of prisoners

It would seem that the reasons for 
macadam roads in England standing 
up better than/ former macadam 
toads‘in this country are on account 
of better drainage provided, ‘finer 
sized material used throughout and 
















Assuming that macadam roads 
will be the type adopted through 
country districts we proceed to learn 
the sources of road’ metal, particu- 
larly for the Tornto and York Coun- 
ty districts, In which the speaker 
resided. The only rock quarries with- 
in 100 miles of Toronto’ supplying 
road metal produce Mmestone. This 
{has proven quite unsuitable for re- 
|sisting traffic, due to various caus- 
es—particularly on account of its 
softness, Jack of toughness, and Its 
readiness to absorb molsture, it 
pulverizes or crumbles readily under 
pressure. The only kinds of rock 
which have proved suitable for road 
metal are those rocks of the  pre- 
cambrian ago which are termed — 
“trap.” 

Briefly referring to the’ ae 
cal map of Ontario we note a line 
starting at the Georgian Bay run- 
ning almost due east past the north 
end of Lake Simcoe and passing ap- 
proximately through the Madge area 
to a point north of Kingston, from 
there it turns south to’ a point ont 
Lake Ontario immediately west of 
Kingston. Generally speaking all the 
exposed rocks north of that line are 
of pre-cambrian age, forming the 
fest crust of the earth, and the 
rocks south of that line are the 
softer sedimentary rocks deposited 
by nature’s means in a more recent 
age. However geologists state _ that 
pre-cambrian rock shelving off to- 
ward the south underlies the  sedi- 
mentary rocks. In fact recent dia- 
mond-drilling at Toronto has lo- 
cated pre-cambrian rock about one 
thousand feet below the ground’s 
surface, 

Working on the theory that per- 
haps some mountain peak of  pre- 
cambrian rock might be popping its 
head out through — the. sedimentary 
rocks somewhere, reference was 
made to the library of the Ontario 
Bureau of Mines.
